A GENERAL VACCINATION NEEDED. 


Six new cases of small-pox were re 
ported in San Francisco yesterday. 
The Virginia Chronicle of last evening 
mentions five cases of the same disease 
on the Comstock. There are also 
cases in Stockton. It is not unlikely 
that the plague wili again appear in 
Reno. Our people should not neglect 
vaccination. Now isthe time to at- 
tend to it. When small-pox appears 
in our midst and a panic rest'lts, the 
doctors speedily run out of virus, and 
there may be considerable delay in 
obtaining a fresh supply. The author- 
ities would do well to employ some 
physician to vaccinate all the poor 
people who may apply fur that means 
of protection against the dreaded 
scourge. The public interest de- 
mands it. Every unvaccinated person 
is a source of danger to the community 
and it will pay the community to de- 
fray the expense of his vaccination, if 
he is too poor to pay for it himself. 
All the large towns in California 


whege small-pox has appeared, have 
caused health offices to be opened, 
where the poor could be vaccinated 
free of charge. In San Francisco 
public vaccinators have been sent 
about from house to house, vaccinat- 
ing all who desired protection, free of 
charge. Our county com missioners, 
would do a sensible thing tu make ao 
appropriation for a general and grat- 
uitous vaccifatien of the poor. In 
Germany vaccination is compulsory 
and is performed at the expense of the 


government.

Capt. Ericsson has invented a tor- 
pedo boat which can easily destroy a 
whole fleet of ironclads.

following description of a device for 

irrigation boxes designed to prevent 
sluicing and cutting: 

“From the time that irrigation was 
first introduced to the present, those 
who have made use of it have been 
much annoyed and their patience has 
been severely tested by the expensive 
and awkward boxes or gates by which 
the water was let out of the ditch on 
to the land to be irrigated. The boxes 
or gates which have been in vogue 
have cut the banks of the ditch from 
top to bottom, and it mattered not 
whether the square or bevelled wings 
were used, they were liable to wash 
out, and when in their best running 
order it has been found impossible to 
let the water through them in such a 
manner as to prevent its force from 
digging unsighely and inconvenient 
holes in the ground in frovt of them. 
To counteract the different currents 
which occur, barley sacks without 
number have been used. J. S. French, 
of the Barton vineyard,makes a square 
box of two-inch lumber, and from 
eight to twelve inches in tne clear in- 


side, and sufficiently long to extend 
of from the center.of the ditch toa ppoing 


Clear of the outside of the bank. © Into 
ches the upper side of the ‘ditch end he 
places a square or round valve, through 
which the water passes into the box, 
and which is operated by a pump- 
handle or brake attachment from the 
bank of the ditch. In the upper side 
of the center or cheek end, he leaves 
a hole of three or four times the ca- 
pacity of the valve, through which the 
water passes ont of the box and flows 
off upon the land without the least 
cutting or sluicing.“
